Locks, keys, alarms, the club, stun guns, Mace, 
pepper spray, knives and other violent weapons have 
become more common means of protection in America. 
The horrific events of September 11 increased most citi¬ 
zens’ awareness of their own vulnerability, thus increas¬ 
ing the use of many of the above devices. In fact, our 
wartime president, George W. Bush, created a new office 
entitled “Homeland Security,” which has the possibility 
of becoming a cabinet position. 

With the heightened security across the na¬ 
tion, most evident in America’s airports, one might ask 
what has Nashville, and even closer to home, Harpeth 
Hall done to ensure our safety in a world after September 
11 ? 

Years before the events of September, Harpeth 
Hall placed more floodlights and lamps around campus 
to illuminate areas that were previously dark. The admin¬ 
istration also added more emergency phone booths for 
student use. 

With the integration of the laptop program and 
a new state of the art library facility, however, the grip of 
security on campus is expected to tighten. 

According to Harpeth Hall regulations, stu¬ 
dents in every grade level must lock their laptops into a 
locker when they are not in use and are told to never

No, the other 
teams didn’t actually flee for refuge 
as the returning champions pro¬ 
cessed to their rightful place before 
the judge, although there were some 
MBA members scurrying into the 
nearest men’s room. 

This year, Harpeth Hall sent 
two equally strong teams to present 
their case. Emerging victorious, 

Harpeth Hall mockies not only took 
the championship but also swept the 
second place spot. 

In the case of Jordan Walker, 
both teams played the role of the plain¬ 
tiff during various sessions against different defenses. 
Representing Jordan Walker, a mother whose five-year- 
old child was shot in a scuffle over a gun with his thir- 
teen-year-old half-sister, T.J., the plaintiff built their case 
on the question of gun ownership. T.J., the half-sister, 
first obtained the gun from the house of her father, Jor¬ 
dan Walker’s ex-husband, Taylor Brewster. To further 
complicate matters, the gun belonged to Mr. Brewster’s 
live-in girlfriend, Tracey Newhouse. Jordan Walker 
blamed Taylor Brewster, the custodial parent, for failing 
to supervise his daughter and the gun. 


The defense, representing Taylor Brewster, 
claimed that Jordan Walker was to blame because she 
was absent at the time of the accident. They also pointed 
out that Jordan Walker furthered T.J.’s gun interest and 
violent behavior. 

Jordan Walker, T.J., and Dr. Sandey Turner were 
witnesses for the plaintiff. Jessica Kinnard (’04) of the 
Silver Team gave T.J. an attitude while Kati Atkins (’03) 
of the Green Team played T.J. off as a female Steven 
Urkel. Both teams qualified Dr. Turner, portrayed by

Construction leaps forward

A visual arts building, an athletic complex, and 
a newly renovated middle school are the three construc¬ 
tion operations that are underway now on the Harpeth 
Hall campus. 

The Hortense Bigelow Ingram Visual Arts Cen¬ 
ter will be the result of a donation of $5 million given by 
Robin Ingram Patton. Mrs. Blackburn, Fine Arts direc¬ 
tor, stated, “It is to include two lecture halls, studios for 
art and photography as well as an art gallery, a publica¬ 
tions room, teacher offices, and storage space.” The 
predicted date for the opening of the building is set for 
the end of December. 

The Davis family donated $1.2 million for the 
Joe C. Davis Athletic Center. It will include a training 
room, weight room, concession stands, coaches’ offices, 
male and female dressing rooms, and storage space. This 


facility will be open by 
November 2002. 

The Davis Foun¬ 
dation gave the most re¬ 
cent donation of $2 million 
for the reconstruction and 
refurbishing of the middle 
school. This donation, 
overseen by the 
DeLoache family, was not 
enough to completely fi¬ 
nance the middle school renovation, so construction 
will begin once the advancement office can raise the 
rest of the finances. “The plan is to renovate the 
existing spaces and add an additional wing to the

Women regain control at Magdalene

In February, Reverend Becca Stevens came to 
Harpeth Hall to talk about Magdalene, a non-profit es¬ 
tablishment dedicated to women with criminal histories 
of prostitution and drug abuse. 

The idea for the program was suggested by 
Stevens in 1995, and the first home opened in 1997. Sev¬ 
enty percent of the women stay for over a year to com¬ 
plete their personal goals upon first coming to 
Magdalene. “The final goal of the program is for the 
women to stay clean and sober and live independent 
lives supported by friends in their own homes,” said the 
Reverend Stevens. 

Magdalene’s goals for the future include du¬ 
plicating the program in many other cities across the 


country as well as marketing Thistle Farms products on a 
national level. 

Thistle Farms, a “vision” of Magdalene, is a lo¬ 
cation where women in the program make bath and body 
products, priced from between $5 to $12, with all profits 
going to the Magdalene community. The products, which 
come in either lavender or rose grapefruit scent, include 
bath salts, lip/body balm, candles, sachets, and eye relax¬ 
ation pillows. 

The products are sold at St. Augustine Chapel, 
Coco’s and Jamie’s in Belle Meade, A Thousand Faces in 
Hillsboro Village, and they will also be sold at a booth in 
the Antique and Garden Show. 

Another way to contribute to Magdalene is in 
the making. A fourth home is soon to be built, and it 
would be great to have a day when volunteers from 
Harpeth Hall could come and build on the house.

leave their machines unattended. 

As always, it is required to have a uniformed 
police officer at all TSSAA sanctioned sporting events, 
or large Harpeth Hall gatherings, dances, performances, 
etc. 

As for the new library, there is no getting in after 
hours. Librarians, staff and faculty have been issued slide 
cards, similar to those at hotels, which open only the 
front door of the library. To gain access into the building, 
one must enter a code on a keypad to continue farther. 
Every lock on the library is equipped with time locks. 


These locks open automatically at 7:30 a.m. and close 
on command at 5:30 p.m. in the evening. These three 
systems limit access to the library as well as to protect 
our new investment. 

In spite of high-tech precautions, however, 
incidents do continue to happen. “We sometimes for¬ 
get that it is still important to be careful, even in a safe 
environment like Harpeth Hall,” remarked Karen Douse. 
With eight laptops stolen on April 15, the tech team 
encourages the entire school to heighten their sense of 
security. “After going through almost two years with 
few incidents, I think everyone just got a little bit lax,” 
Ms. Douse concluded.

This year, the adminis¬ 
tration forces students to use combination locks on lock¬ 
ers containing laptops as a

safety (i.e.: unattended).

Meanwhile, the 
government comes closer to finding ET and using him 
for their scientific studies. As his stay on Earth is pro¬ 
longed, ET starts noticeably fading and yearning for 
home. Elliot and his family must face the challenge of 
keeping ET a secret and sending him home. 

Though its plot gives off a childish vibe, E.T. 
appeals to all audiences, revisiting the true meaning 
and purpose in life. Friendship, discovery, and love are 
popular themes Spielberg addresses throughout the film. 
The entire movie is filmed with an upward camera angle 
to give the view of a child. This enhances the feeling of 
being a child and experiencing the emotions Elliot and 
ET feel throughout the movie. 

Not only the camera angle, but also the overall 
aura of the movie revisits the innocent views of child¬ 
hood. This childlike strange creature is in search for his

Everyone knows Charles Kimbro; his smile, his 
fun loving spirit and since December everyone has been 
well aware of his running ability. While the holiday rush 
raged on and fall exams wreaked havoc on students, 
Charles Kimbro had the honor of being chosen out of 
thousands to be part of the Olympic tradition and bear 
the torch right here in Tennessee. 

The former director of development for Harpeth 
Hall Polly J. Nichols made this possible. 

Nichols, who met Charles when he first began 
working here, developed a close relationship, so close 
that when she saw the ad for the nominations she did 
not think twice about who deserved such an incredible 
compliment. 

Nichols nominated Charles to run for one of 
the most historic events in the world—the Salt Lake 2002 
Olympic Torch Relay. 

“[Polly] told me that she nominated me;” said 
Kimbro, “ but I thought nothing about it.” In fact, Charles 
forgot completely about the nomination until he received 
a letter from the Coca-Cola Headquarters in Atlanta, dated 
August 29,2001. 

The letter announced that Charles Kimbro had

been selected as a potential support runner for the 2002 
Olympic Torch Relay. It also stated that out of all of the 
nominations the companies obtained, only 4,200 people 
were asked to fulfill this position. 

Polly Nichols reminisced about her feelings 
when she first heard that Charles had received a letter 


requesting him to run, “I remember it was right after the 
911 attacks and I was at Harpeth Hall to visit. [Charles] 
was outside, I saw him and he told me he had been cho¬ 
sen. After that, I thought to myself, “Maybe the world is 
a wonderful place after all.’” 

A former runner at Washington Jr. High, know 
today as Pearl Cohn, as well as at Pearl High, now more 
commonly Martin Luther King, Kimbro felt prepared to 
run the relay, yet knew he felt he might be in need of some 
training. It was then that he took off to the Harpeth Hall 
track, where he practiced until the exciting day. 

On December 16,2001, smack dab in the middle 
of the holiday season, the rush of exams and the release 
of school for winter break, Charles Kimbro made history. 
He ran at 7:43 a.m. from Burger King to Sun Trust Bank, 
but he did not stop there. Charles continued five blocks 
past his stopping point to help out the other runners. 

While Charles listened to the supportive cheers 
of Harpeth Hall students, faculty, staff, family and friends, 
Polly Nichols, who had not only nominated but also cel¬ 
ebrated with Charles was overwhelmed with emotions 
“What is so great is not what we have done for [Charles]— 
but what he had done for us.”
